Of the 700 persons in the hall, more 
three-fourths were children, 
many of them having come alone. 
Their fathers and mothers soon rushed 
to the scene and added to the con- 
fusion. They did not understand what 
had happened and hindered the res- 
cuers. 
was a fire escape at the rear 
of the building, but only those who 
were very near it could make any use 
of it until after the fatal rush was 
over. Probably not more than “100 
escaped the first rush by way of this 
fire escape. About a score more 
junrped from the windows near which 
they sat. As the windows were not 
many feet from the ground, the jump 
did not cause injury. 
The Italian hall was built about five 
years ago and was well provided for 
emergency, it was thought. 
The entrance was a hallway about 
ten feet deep. A stairway about eight 
feet wide led up from this vestibule 
to a small landing about eight by ten 
feet. The main door of the hall 
opened on this landing. There is a 
mall cloak-room about ten feet square 
to one side of the main door. The 
loss of life was heavy at the small 
door of this room. The rush ap- 
parently turned many against the door 
of this room and crushed them to 
death within the doorway.

Moreover, the department has 
asked to be given authority to con- 
tract for $300,000 more of guns. This 
would give these fortifications four 
fourteen-inch rifles, eight twelve-inch 
mortare and four three-inch rifles.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—More 
than $5,000,000, bright new gold and 
silver pieces of 1913 mintage, most 
of which will find its way into Christ- 
mas stockings tomorrow morning, 
was distributed by the treasury this 
morning to the banks throughout the 
country. 

But there is one 1913 coin which 
no one will receive. It is the’ fifty- 
cent piece. None were minted this 
year, because the supply on hand was 
sufficient to take care of all calls for 
that denomination.

@fficials to the fact that the fifty-cent 
piece is losing in popularity, and for 
the same reason as the $2 bill, name-

Does Los Angeles want the con- 
vention of the Western Fruit Job- 
bers’ Association In 19157 That is the 
question that is agitating the minds 
of many of the leading spirits in the 
fruit shipping, packing and market- 
ing industry of Southern California 
and a question that will be brought te 
a head within the next few days by 
the action of O. C. Pickrell, secretary 
of the Produce Exchange of Los An- 
geles. Acting for a committee com: 
posed of Dana C. King of the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers’ Exchange, B. F. 
Coons of the American Fruit Distribu- 
tors of California and L. M. Cole of 
the commission interests, Pickrel! has 
sent out a letter to the many com- 
mission houses, fruit packers and pro- 
ducers and allied industries of the 
Southwest regarding the possible sup 
port that may be given the move- 
ment. 

The Western Frult Jobbers’ Asso- 
ciation ts made up of the principal 
commission merchants and brokers of 
the territory extending west from the 
Pennsylvania State line. According to 
G. Harold Powell, of the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange, these men 
handle possibly two-thirds of the cit- 
rus fruit shipments out of this sec- 
tion of the country. 

In addition they handle about the 
same proportion of the cantaloupes 
and watermelons out of Imperial Val- 
ley, and peaches, apricots and other 
fresh fruits of early shipment, and 
dried fruits of the entire State. Since 


most of them also handle vegetables, 
the California Vegetable Union,

N DESPERATE MIND.” 

Deliberately and maliciously the et- 
fort is being made to put the unemployed 
unjonites of Los Angeles in a desperate 
mind. The purpose is to create a reign 
of terror—to make real trouble—to smash 
the peaceful labor conditions in Los An- 
geles simply because it is an open-shop 
city and the Socialists want riots and dis- 
order, for by those alone do they hope to 
gain control and to enthrone unionism. 

The Record, wantonly anarchistic, has in 
every way conceivable sought to inflame 
union men who are out of work. In an edi- 
torial last evening a bold headline flaunted 
“Starving Men at San Francisco in Des- 
perate Mind.” The article was intended to 
encourage violence, it talked of using force, 
and stated that the unemployed had “given 
warning,” as though that ultimatum would 
condone any depredations that subsequently 
might occur. 

To consider the situation sanely is to 
say that there are many honest and willing 
men in Los Angeles who have not been 
able to find work. It is also to say that 
there is an unusually large number of 
tramps, that every winter flock to Califor- 
nia. Every year at this time there is a 
disturbance about the great number of the 
unemployed. Part of it is truth, We know 
that. But most of it—and especially this 
year—is the professional tactics of the So- 
clalists who rejoice to misrepresent and 
exaggerate economic conditions because 
they claim the only possible remedy and 
want to terrorize citizens into putting the 
unionites and Socialists in power. Suc- 
cessful, their first step in Los Angeles 
would be to unionize the city, to drive out 
the free workers, bully employers and do 
it by force—boycotts, murder and arson; 
the customary methods. 7 

Let the workingmen remember this, and 
let unemployed unionists think of it before 
stirring themselves up to a frenzied hatred 
against the people of Los Angeles. There 
is no city in the world where so many la- 
boring men, in proportion to the popula- 
tion, own their own homes and are so com- 
fortable. The suburbs of this city are filled 


with houses, spacious, sunjit houses, sur-

Now we have the Record and the Ex- 
press inciting the alleged “army of unem- 
| ployed” to violence; we have graphic ac- 
counts of their alleged mistreatment and

| Los Angeles and conditions here, with 
never a word of truth on the actual situa- 
| tion. Anyone, to read those stories, would 
think that the laboring class of this city— 
| the citizens—were out in the streets starv- 
ing. They are not. Those who have lived 
here for some time, working under ideal 
labor conditions, own their own homes and 
they have employment. 

Now it would be well for the strangers 
and the professional trouble-makers, as well 
as for the honest men seeking work, to be 
very cautious before allowing themselves 
to do anything rash. Violence has been 
tried here by Socialists and unionites and 
LW. W.'s before. It was encouraged by the 
same tactics, augmented by the same news- 
pa pers and instigated by the same leaders. 
The people of Los Angeles cannot be in- 
timidated nor bullied. The “desperate 
mind” phrase is ominous—ominous for 
those who dare begin their campaign of 
violence.

In the rough and tumble fight for the 
superintendency of the Chicago public 
schools, Mrs. Young is once again on top.

D. Bhoop was elected. A popular uprising 


on the part of the teachers seems to have 
affected the merits in the case: and in 
order to put the rebellion down the schoo! 
board reconsidered its action and pitched 
Mr. Shoop out. 

But Mrs. Young is not yet to be crowned 
with the laurels of victory. The “scrap”— 
it has been carried on with such an ab- 
sence of dignity that no other name seems 
to fit so well—will be carried into the 
courts and the ghost of Blackstone invoked 
to arbitrate the differences. 

Mayor Harrison has interposed the limb 
of his authority on behalf of Mrs. Young. 
The Shoop faction vociferates that the 
Mayor has been unduly influenced by the 
delegations of women who have waited 
upon him.

[Boston Globe:] A psychological 
fact of uncommon interest was re- 
vealed to the Massachusetts Commis- 
sion for the Investigation of Drunken- 
ness by Edwin Mulready, deputy pro- 
bation commiasioner, who said that 
out of his experience of more than 
forty years, covering 86,000 cases in- 
vestigated by the probation officers, it 
had been found that 77,000 persons 
gave their right names and addresses 
and made no effort to conceal facts 
concerning themselves. 
That is, about 90 per cent. of the 
persons arrested for drunkenness tell 
the truth. If we only knew whether 
they would be equally truthful when 
sober and if arrested on some other 
charge, we might be able to form an 
opinion on the question whether 
inebriety conduces to veracity or not.

WANT MORE NURSES 
FOR TUBERCULAR CASES. 

The Los Angeles Society for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis, 
sustained by many individual requests, 
has asked the City Council to provide 
for a hearing wherein the society may 
present arguments to show the ad- 
Visability of increasing the tubercular 
nursing force in this city. 

Dr. George E. Malsbary, secretary 
of the society, has been appointed a 
committee to present the case to the 
Council, and in the communication 
filed with the City Clerk he says: 

“New York, with 165 tuberculosis 
nurses, has reduced the tubercular 
cases and deaths more than 25 per 
cent. Following this lead a number 
of eastern cities, notably Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Boston and Baltimore, have 
markedly increased the number of the 
tuberculosis nurses. 

“After studying the local conditions 
in Los Angeles, it would seem that we 
ought to have about the same number 
as Buffalo—seventeen, a head nurse 
and sixteen nurses. At present Los 
Angeles has only one tuberculosis 
nurse. 


“The chief duty of the tuberculosis 
nurse is in the education of tuber- 
cular patients in hygiene and sanita- 
tion, helping them to make their 
homes and surroundings conducive to 
their recovery and safe for the other 
members of the family, and teaching 
the consumptives to so care for them- 
sélves that they will not be a menace 
to those with whom they come in 
contact. This is a most important 
part in the reduction of the number 
of new cases.”

4 NUT TO CRACK. 
WHAT COUNTY CHARTER MEANS. 

The suit of the county against Sher- 
iff Hammel to compel him to turn 
into the county treasury fees amount- 
ing to $500 collected during last June, 
was concluded yesterday and the 
points raised taken under submission 
by Judge Finlayson. 

The contentions of the county are 
that section II of the charter, which 
became effective June 2 last, says 
that the Supervisors shall provide by 
ordinance for the compensation of 
elective officers and their appoin- 
tees, ‘unless such compensation is 
otherwise fixed. Section 56 of the 
charter holds that nothing in it shall 
be construed as changing or affecting 
the compensation of any officer dur- 
ing the time for which he shall have 
been elected. 

Sheriff’ Hammel holds that under 
the last provision he is entitled to all 
of the compensation which he was 
allowed under the general laws prior 
to the adoption of the charter, which 
includes the fees collected by him for 
mileage. Sections 7%, Article 11, of 
the Constitution, holds that all county 
charters shall provide for certain of- 
fices, including the Sheriff's, for their 
election or appointment. and for 
their compensation or fees by the 
Board of Supervisors. 

If section 56 of the charter is con- 
strued as fixing the compensation of 
the incumbent, then the provision, 
therefore is unconstitutional, because 
instead of the charter adopting either 
one of the alternative methods, it has 
attempted to take both of the meth- 
ods saanctioned by the constitution. 
This is the nut Judge Finlayson has
